PREPARATIONS MAKING FOR THE RUN

Tweoenty Thousand Horsesa of Every Dogroe
of Fitness Entered for the Event—
Otoes from Nebraskan apd WWhat
They Are Dolug.

Angansas Crry, Kan,, Sept. 8. —[Special to
Trn Buw |—When the oarbines of tho guard:
Ing cavalrymen on the Cherokee Strip crash
“Go ar high noon on September 16, the
grealest horse race the fountry nhas ever
knownwill be run. PFully fifty thousand
horses of all degroos, from the bucking, squeal-
ing broncho to the bang-talled Kentuocky
runner, will b entérea. The thousands of
“bootuers' now slong the borders are giving
careful attention to their horses and every
one of them will be fit to run for 1ts owner's
Iife, to suy nothing of o prairie claim, At the
boomer cumps along' the Walnut and Arkansas
rivers nothing but horse is tulked, nnd thers
is more Joockeying done than at Guttenburg,
In the pust Ltwo weeks over 600 bronchos
from Texas have been sold at auction on the
publie stroets, and svery stable in town ia a
horse murket. One horseshoer told me that
he had shod in one day 112 horses. e has
o Invge shon and {8 nudine hard work to find
blacksmiths, He said that the horses' feet
were being tnken as good care of s It they
Wwore going to run for a Derby stake, Light
steel shoes are goiog on most of them. One
of tho foatures of the moment is the nightly
training of the horses on the roads in ana
about the town,

The Nebraska Indians,

Along with ull the interest that the open-
Ing of the Cheroltee Strip has excited, 1
wonder if the people of Nebraska ever given
thought of their ludiang, the QOloes, In-
vidental with the opening of tne Strip the
country noew inhabited by the Otoes comes in
for some share of interest, us it abuts upon
und adjoins some of the bLest of the new
vountry. The Otoes themselves ure anlmost
forgotton, us there are not many of thom
left und they aro not vich and powerful like
the Osages and Cherokees,

When

the  Owoes left  their agency
on  the Blue river in Guage county,
never o roturn, they were piloted
o their wew  home in the Indinn

Tervitory by their agent and friend, Major
L B Woodin, known to the Indians as No-
ha-bus-ku (father with tho big stomach.)
Mujor Woodin is now a resident of Arkan-
su8 City, where he has lHved ever sioce he
left the Otoes on thelr new home in Iodiun
Territory. "U'he major, who somewhat re-
sembles Buffalo Bill shorn of his flowing
locks, knows tho Indians thoroughly and
speaks nearly all of the Indinn dialects, be-
sides the dinlects of the Muords and other
Australinn tribes, In July, 1850, he was ap-
pointed sgent for the Otoes by Curl Schurz

and  approved by  President  Huayoes.
e goveimment wis at thut
tune tiking  sieps Lo remove the

Otoes to the south, #s they wanted to find
now hunting grounds and  the proximity of
civilization and bar soup did not agres with
their idoas of socinl ethics. The intention
Wils 1o remove them in charge of thoe troops,
which would have been un expensive under-
tuking, and Muajor Woodin rocommended
that he be allowed to remove them himsnlf
i his own way. This wuas approved of, and
in November, 1881, the removal of 300 In-
dians and 400 head of cuttle, together with o
wagon train a mile long, was successfully
carried out, For twenty-three days the
carayvan wound its way slowly across Kune
sus, hitching up at S o’clock every morning
and unhooking ut 4 p. m. for supper and o
night's rest.,
Indinns One Reads a\_lmut.

Just previous to leaving the agency old
Medicine Horse, one of tho most remarkable
Indians of our time, led a band of young
bucks out of Lthe agency, and they stole away
south to find their own hunting grounds,
Medicine Horse did not huve much faith in
the promises of the Great Father at Wash-
ington, and decided not to wait until he was
moved south witn the others. The United
States troops tried to bead off the wily old
savage, but he circvmvented them aod
renchied the banks of the North Canndinn
viver in Indian Territory. He did not
find m:ch gume there, however, and
the thoughts of the luscious
freshly Jeitled agency steers finully
drove him into the new Otoe reservation.
Major Woodin says he was a magnificent
specimen of munhood and o thorough savage,
Iln reminded one of vhe J, Fennimore Cooper
Indian of romunce, He was over six feet in
hewght, maguificently proportioned and had
all the ravage's love of personal adornment.
When he got back to the rerervution he wis
deposed from his chieftainey and, drawing
himself up to his full height, he thundered:
“You eaunot depose me,  God made me big
chiefl, und blg chief I am.”

‘On she “big teall,” us the Indians still eall
their journey from Nebriska, the major had
4  full swff of assistunts, including
a clerk and  surgeon, The trip  svos
made without aceident, but many amusing
incidents occurred. 'he Indians, wheneverp
they eame to a favorable place, wanted to
go into camp and jead theie old wild life.
They ecould not withstand the temptation of
temporary freedom. The chiefs at that
time were: Harra-Gorea, Standing Ante-
lope; Muncha-Hunehn, Big Boar, who died
lagt week on tho reservation at & great age;
Musi-n-gok-ltuy, Ground Hog; Thing-u-bus-
ka, Ar-keke-ts  and  Wah-hon-nea-yea,
Nearly all of theso nre dead and their places
have been tuken by young bucks. who wewr
red handkerchiofs about their necks, smoke
clgurettes and know a cocktall from n
wliisky sour,

Ouly n Fow of Them Left,

Thelr reservation is not of enough impor-
tance to hiavo a sepurate acent, so thoy uare
under one agent with the Poncas and
Pawnees, with the agency near Ponca, on
the Santa Fo rallvoad, The old Pawnee ana
Kickupoo Indian veail leads through these
reservations north and south and was for
muny years the highway into the Territory
and Texas, | visited the resorvation re-
cently to b uble to tell the people of Ne-
braskn how the former proprietors of thebe
falr state were getting along. There wre
only about 850 of them left and they uare
eradunlly becoming extinet. Soon  thelr
lnnds will be given to them o severalty and
the white settler will take what is left and
tey to make o lving off from it und the Otoes
will be pushoed ane stop nearer the *jumping
off place.” Their lund 15 not particularly
good except in the Arknnsus river bottoms.
and they muke very little use of (L excopt to
cut hay for their horses winter yas, On the
bottoms there are a fow little “squaw
patehes' where the women rialsen fow

great hovsemen and the young men devote
their time 1o raising und breaking Yeayuses,'
or typical little Indlan horses, that are good
fur nothing vut Indinns,

Thoe Otoss are poaceabls and tractable be-
cause they are too lazy to be auvthing clse,

BUSINESS 1S MUCH BETTER

Banker Olews Soen Enoouraging Signa in
the Events of the Woek,

IMPROVEMENT IS GENERALLY NOTED

—_—

Bank Reseeve In Noew York Up to the Legal
Limit-Smnll Depositors  Galning
Confllence — Forelgners Again
Boying Amerionn Securitien,

In his weokly letter Henry Clows, the
Wall street expert says of the market and
the conditions governing it:

“During the past week, the financial sito.
ation has undergone s mirked improvement,
and oot only at this contor but throughout
the country av Inrge. Tho bank statement
of Augiust 26, showed that, upon the week's
averige, the reserves of the banks remalnod
80,750,000 below the legal minimum; but the
actual aeficiency, at the ena of the weok,
wis probably not over #4,000,000. Since the
dinte of that stutement, about $11,000,000 of
pold has been received from Europe, the
majorportion of which has gone into the
banks; and the receipts of money from the
fnterior have pruImhL— sufticed to offset the
shipments thither, whila the sub-treasury
hus continued to be aebtor st the clearing
house, Thus whatever may be the
showing of today's statement  based
upon averages, there can be little question
that the banks hold, at the end of the woek,
an amount of Inwlul money in oxcess of the
legal reserve requirements.  This has natur-
alty produced a more confidont feeling nmong
the baoks, and 'I.hmu%h they nre not yet ma-
terinlly extending their loans or discounts
nor retiring certiticates, yet they are gettiog
affaivs into form for glving the public tnhe
benedit of thelr improved condition at an
enrly day, Everywhere, the interior banks
are getting into botter shuape, Many of
those that have suspended arve resuming
business, ana bank drawings upon Now
York have fallen to nominal dimensions,

Bmnil Depositors More Confldent,

*The near-by country banks are appearing
agnin ns buyers of mercantile paper, which
18 n signifleant expression of returning con-
fidence nmong s very cautious cluss of
lenders.  The savings buoks have informaliy
considered the proprioty of offoring to pre-
Im_\' deposits the withdreawal of which nhas
ean notified, but seom to huve preferred to
wuit until the expiration of the Lhirty days
notitlcatons,  The thirty-day period termni-
nited this week, the result being that only
10 per cent of that class of depositors with-

drew their movey,  The notiflcations for
withdrawal at  the end of sixty and
ninety days are  being  fast  eanceleq,
It is  thus clear that it  would be

quite safe for the suvings banks to mplke the
sugeested offer of prepayment, and that fact
sugezests a probability that these institutions
may soon begin to return more or less of
their cash funds to the custody of the reg
ulur banks, The dealings in currency have
virtually ceased and the premium upon it
has disappeared, which is evidence on the
one hiand of the cessation of hoarding und on
the other of froeraisbursements in money at
the banks, The foregoing facts afford the
best possible evidence of the return of
the mwonetary and banking affairs to an ap-
proximately nermal condition.

Effect ol Lust Monday's Vote,

“The great event of the week, and the
one which more thun anything else has con-
tributed to his important revovery, has
been the overwhelming vole of the house of
representutives aguinst any inerease in our
silver currency uuder the Shermuan law,
That 1s an immense gain toward future con-
fidence. It moans that, under no eircum-
stinees, will this country tolerate any looso
experimenting with this form of money, but
will insist upon iv as o fixed policy that gold
shall be the national standard. ‘This re-
stoves to the national evedit a rock founda-
tion that will save it from suech shocks us it
has lutely sustnined. It also carries the ad-
vantago of dissipating the doubts ameng for-
elgn holders of our securities which have
sent home  probably 150,000,000 of them
since the Sherman act took effect. Mon-
day's vote, carrying with It the certainty of
like  nction by the  senate, has
been followed by n steady stream of buying
orders for stocks und bonds from London,
Franktort, Amsterdam and Paris, The ex-
tent of these purchases may be inferrea
from the fact that, although some &15,000,000
of sterling bills borrowed sixty days ago have
matured within the week, yet the rates of
exchange, instead of being thereby ndversely
affected, huve been weak nnd verging on tho
specie-imiporting point. It is to be presumed
that in IJurope, ns well a8 athome, there is
among cautious investors u disposition to de-
fer buying until the solution of the silver
question s placed beyond all question by the
vote of the senate. 1t is therefore to be ex-
pected that further purchuses on foreign
account will be foriheoming when the sennte
has voted.

Bulls In Control,

“This common advance out of the ‘slough
of despond’ has revolutionized the tone of feel-
ing in Wall street,  ‘Uhe first effeet was a
rush to cover ‘short’ sules, and the next o re-
turn to the stréet ol a cluss with ample
means of taking In bargaing, It has been in
the Dest senso 4 weelt for the ‘bulls,' who
now are once morve in control of the muarket,
But for the ovcurrence of two groat eyclones
within a fow duys, with vast destruction of
property and the interruption of telegraphic
communicarion with all parts of the country,
thoe effect would have been stillinore marked ;
it has resulted, however, in & general al-
vanee of several poiuls in prices,

“The market hus now reached o point at
which it may be expected to be sustained by
n steady and continuous improvement in the

conditions that inHuence values. As contl-
dence spreads through  business our inter-
rupted industries will resume work, de-

pleted stocks of woerchandise will be replen-
ighed, and the catehing up of three months
of lost trade will cause n roviving spurt of
activity, ‘This commercial rocovery will
show its results in increased earnines of the
rallroads; and the whole country will yeturn
by o steady and sure process, if nol toa
normal notivity—which is too muen tw ex-
poct so soon after such utter prostration—
you to o woderate and conservitive move-
went, Such a chungo carrics with it logiti-
mote reasons for o rise from the present
vary exceptionally low prices of socurities,
und we therofore commend to our friends
the policy of buyiog upon all drops in quota-
tions,"”
